Washington, June 2.—Five divis­ 
ions

about 125,000 men— will be in Eu­ 
rope by autumn, if plans under con­ 
sideration by the army general staff 
are adopted. Action on these plans 
is expected next week and the fact 
that they are now before the staff 
explains the reason for the aban­ 
donment of the proposed canton­ 
ment of the new army and National 
guard. 
The 
plans 
contemplate only a 
brief training in this country, leav­ 
ing the real 
intensive 
training in 
Great Britain or 
France. 
Tn case 
they are sent to France the troops 
would be loeated in French towns 
behind the lines. 
The best trained guardsmen wouId 
be selected for the 
service. 
They 
would supplant one division 
of re­ 
gulars under General 
Pershing al­ 
ready arranged for.

ment to the Constitution that would 
bring nation-wide prohflrition within 
its provisions.
